Irate I.acombe gardeners have 
declared war on the cutworms 
which have been ravaging their 
gardens this Spring. In order to 
further the campaign the Experi- 
mental Station has suggested a 
plan of attack against these 
smooth, cylindrical caterpillars, 

First, the enemies’ habits must 
he known. Cutworms. usually 
feed at night, burrowing in the 
soil during the day. ‘They are 
general feeders, including in 
their menu all kinds of garden 
plants. : 

In small gardens the culprits 
can usually be located about an 
inch or so beneath the surface of 
the soil, and within a radius of 
a few inches of the plant. These 
may be destroyed by hand. 

But in larger gardens this 
method would be too slow and 
back-breaking. Here it is easier 
to use the poison bran mixture 
given below.. 


Mixture To Use 

One quart of bran. ; 

One teaspoonful of Paris green. 

One tablespoonful of molasses. 

Sufficient water to dampen the 

bran. 

Mix the bran and Paris green 
thoroughly while dry. Dissolve 
the molasses in the water and 
wet the poison bran, stirring well 
in order to moisten it evenly. 

This mixture is scattered thinly 
along both sides of each row 
as soon as injury is noticed. 
Flowering plants may be pro- 
tected by placing a smalt quan- 
tity of the poisoned bait around 
each plant, but not touching it. 

It is essential that the mixture 
be scattered after sundown, so 
that it will be fresh and luscious 
when the caterpillars come up to 
feed.

HE voters of Saskatchewan turued down 
¥ Social Credit in no uncertain manner last 
‘week when the Liberal party was returned to 
' power with a comfortable independent working 
_ Majority. It was a perilous time for any Govern- 
‘ment to go to the polls of a Province: whose 
people had faced drought and ‘stricken crops so 
regularly for eight years. It is, therefore, a trib- 
ute to the Liberal party governing that Province 
te come through the recent election with a pre- 
ponderance of power in the Saskatcliewan House. 
‘ The main result of the polling was tne dam- 
aging blow to the forces of Social Credit, which 
undoubtedly figured on capturing a number of 
seats, It was a strong rebuff to Premier Aber- 
hart and his cabinet ministers, who sacrificed the 
work they should have been attending to in this 
Proyinee to campaign for Social Credit im Sas- 
katchewan,. The voters of our neighboring Prov- 
‘ince told the Social Crediters, in effect, to go 
hack home and put their own house in order he- 
‘fore attempting to conquer outside fields. It 
proved’ conclusively that the record of the Al- 
herta administration did not appeal {to the Sas- 
katchewan electors, 


The C.C.F. party made the best showing out- 
side of the Liberals. They increased their num- 
ber of seats from five in the old house to ten in 
the new Legislature, and will make the only for- 
midable opposition to the new Government. 


New Penalties for Carelessness 


MENDMENTS to the Griminal Code recently 
introduced into the House of Commons ban- 

ish ‘leniency for careless automobile drivers, 
Penalties for reckless driving are to be much more 
‘. severe. than heretofore, and: clauses covering the 
operation of automobiles are extended consider- 
ably under the terms of the new bill. The intro- 
duction of these amendments proves that at long 
last the Government is determined to punish 
severely those drivers of the highways who are 
either careless, negligent or foolish. ‘The fatal 
accidenis left in the trail of the automobile in- 
dustry mount to an amazing total. 

Deaths from automobile accidents are reported 
with wearisome regularity in the papers of Can- 
ada. Faulty brakes, poor lights, worn out tires, 
but above all, careless or negligent driving are 
the main reasons for these accidents. Only by 
severe and still more severe laws concerning driv- 
ing will these accidents be reduced in this coun- 
try. Drivers should be educated to the fact that, 
when driving’ an automobile, they have in their 
control a potential death dealing machine, and 
at the same time pedestrians and drivers of horse- 
drawn vehicles should be taught to observe the 
rules and regulations of the road, with penalties 
for failure to do so. 

It is only through the wholesale distribution 
of the laws pertaining to highway traffic, and the 
observing of these laws by the travellers, that 
the automobile toll of today will be reduced. 


Another Peace Threat Passes 


HE last of the three Sunday municipal elec- 

tions in Czechoslovakia is over, and peace 
still reigns over Central Europe. Last Sunday’s 
polling was carried on with the Czechoslovakian 
army facing the German border equipped with 
machine guns and other military equipment to re- 
pel by foree any-attempt of invasion. The Czcch 
army, termed the “greatest little army in the 
world,” appears to be heart and soul with the 
Giovernment in their determination to keep 
Czechoslovakia for the Czechs. 


Herr Hitler has rattled his sabre and sworn 
dire vengeance on the Czech Government for their 
deision in refusing autonomy to the Sudeten Ger- 
mans. The Slavs, on the Other hand, backed up 
by promises of mutual assistance from Russia, 
France and Britain, have shown renewed confi- 
dence in turning down the advances of the Ger- 
man leaders, ‘The results of the elections of the 
past month have shown that their decision and 
policy has the support of the majority of the 
people. Autoncmy to the Sudeten Germans would 
mean nothing Icss than control of that part of 
the country: by Hiller.

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the carpets, hang the curtains, paint the house, 
help his wife with the interior decorations, and 
many even help fit her clothes, and look after the 
baby, ete., ete, The list of their attainments is too 
long te complete, The farmer has to be the foun- 
tain from which all wisdom must flow within his 
little sphere. Owing to niany hours spent on the 
seats of various implements, he has much time 
for thought. Evidence of ‘this is the clear way 
farmers can present arguments, and take their part 
in debate; their subject having obviously been 
well thought over and thoroughly analysed. 

The farmer is a five-cent capitalist, and yet 
he- is a laborer, working with his hands,—and 
head. His laboring self realises the incquality and 
impossibility of the present system, but bis five- 
cent capitalism tempers and sways his judgment. 
Such s man cannot be méasared by ordinary 
rules and regulations; it is impossible for him to 
follow the crowd—he is an individualist; Tu oz- 
ganise the farmer into one body appears to be 
an impossibility. Wisdom gained on a plow or 
seeder moulds each man ‘in a different way. The 
banker and the miner are organised; the engineer 
and the teacher, the barber and the clerk, all are 
organised; organised in their respective groups; 
all except the farmer, and he isn’t; oh! dear no, he 
stands alone, cloaked in his hardly won philoso- 
phy, What does he get for this attitude of splendid 
isolation, The 7 per cent production tux! Humor- 
ous, isn’t it? The very title is a ‘whole-sized 
laugh in itself; Agricultural Land RELIEF Act— 
ironical, to say the least of it. Why should far- 
mers be the first producers to become guinea-pigs 
of this latest experiment in taxation? Because, 
the belief is, and rightly so, I am afraid, that far- 
mers won't organise and won't stick together. 
Other professions have 100 per cent unions and 
they get justice through the weight of their 
massed opinions. 

_ Collective bargaining is the only sure weapon 
in. Lahor’s hands, and the farmer will have to lay 
aside his cloak of five-cent capitalism, and come 
to earth, and use this weapon. The 7 per cent 
tax is so grossly unfair, that farmers must. unite 
in the endeavour to squash this legislation. Figure 
this out, my sister; friend husband has to give 
up 7 per cent of all his grain (under Section 3, 
7 per cent of all agricultural produce is vested in 
the Crown, “as from the moment: from which the 


same comes into being’); out of the residue you: 


feed your hens, said hens may produce some eggs, 
7 per cent comes off this source of revenue (‘), 
eggs average 12 cents a dozen this week, you sell 
some of the hens, fed on the residue of .your hus- 
band’s grain, and, BANG goes another 7 per cent. 

Don’t you think we make a mistake. calling it 
a 7 per cent tax? Surely, it is a cunulative one. 
It bears a resemblance to the snowball started by 
a naughty little boy at the top of a hill, ever add- 
ing unto itself, until, upon reaching the bottom, 
it has assumed gargantuan proportions, ‘It seems 
funny to me, that when farmers’ livelihoods are 
ut stake, they do not take the trouble to be sure 
of their facts, and ponder on proposals first-hand. 
For instance, one farmer was firmly under the 
impression that state medicine was offered along 
with other things for the 7 per cent. I can find 
no mention of state medicine, or health insurance, 
in this Act. Another was blissfully under the im- 
pression that state insurance was to be set un 
under this Act. The only mention of this is, that 
one may (or may not) get seed: grain supplies 
when suffering from crop failure. A little differ- 
ent, isn’t it? 

Another important point that does not ap- 
pear to be generally noticed, is the loss. of local 
self-government; municipalities will pe unable to 
plan their work, being totally in the dark as to 
whether the requisitions required of them under 
this Act will be met. This appears to be the thin 
end of the wedge of a plan to remove All control 
from local hands, and place the same in Edmonton, 
Further, it does not appear at all clear that the 
Social Service Tax, which, although collected 
by Municipalities, is a Government Tax, will not 
still be levied over and above the 7 per cent Pro- 
duction Tax. 

The 7 per cent, based on gross production, 
seems dreadfully unfair; one farmer may be faced 
with costs of production far in excess of his 
neighbour’s, through no fault of his own. As 
this is not taken into consideration, the tax would 
have no relation to net ineome, tending to bear 
down most heavily on efficient farmers, whom it 
should be the duty of the state to encourage. 

There are so many points in the Act which 
make it unwieldy, unworkable and unthinkable; 
too many to enumerate in one short column, 

Of course, it would create jobs for a whole 
army of “right-minded” (?) people. It would 
hinder the farmers from taking advantage of price 
levels, for by the time they obtained the requisite 
10-day permit, the price might have changed 10 
ways. It interferes with inter-provincial trade, 
personal liberty, and many other things, too 
numerous to mention. This is not a question 
solely for the farmer to ponder; this 7 per cent will 
be taken right out of the community, ans every 
cily, town, village and hamlet, will correspon- 
dingly suffer. 

However, let us hope that it will never get 
as far as this; all sane, thinking people shoald 
band together and investigate this thing thorough- 
ly before it annihilates us.

Use of “Storm Troopers” 

One of. the features of the 
Social Credit. campaign. was the 
use of “Storm Troopers”:—a gang 
of men organized as “special 
police” when Mr, Aberhart spoke 
at Melville, Sask., the night be- 
fore clection. These men, who 
wore arm-bands in the same fash- 
ion as the Fascist armlet, but in- 
seribe’ with the words “Special 
Police,” and who had their own 
“Chief of Police,” dragged from 
the meeting five men who want- 
ed to ask the Premier questions, 
and allegedly beat -them and 
choked at least one, 

It was claimed at the time that 
the gang had permission from the 
R.C.M.P, to “contral’ the nacet- 
ing, but ‘it later developed . that 
there was no such authorization. 
The Saskatchewan Attorney-Gen- 
eral announced at the week-end 
that action would be — taken 
against those responsible. - Mr. 
Aberhart watched silently from 
the platform while his “Special 
Police” dragged out six men, in- 
cluding five unemployed men 
who had gone from Calgary to 
demand that the three members 
of the Alberta Legislature’s “spe- 
cial relief committee” be sent 
back to Alberta to do, their jobs: 

In Edmonton, the. whoie epi- 
sode was taken as a shining ex- 
ample of the methods which Mr, 
Aberhart could be expected to 
adopt if he was given ‘uriqués- 
tioned dictatorial rights in iais 
Province, and his own police 
force. 


Appeals Are Dropped 

The Alberta Government. has 
dropped the appeals to the Privy 
Conncil against the rights of 
Federal disallowance of provin- 
cial legislation. In dropping 
those appeals, the Aberhart Gov- 
ernment in effeet threw over- 
board all its bombastic claims of 
the past to “sovereign state” 
privileges in Alberta. 

At the same time, in wiat was 
regarded here as an attempt at 
facé-saving, the Premier said he 
wanted all the other provinces to 
join with him in organizing a

It was a_ diplomatic 
change of front; but observers 
here believe that its worth as 
propaganda for the benefit of 
Alberta voters will be lost.
